112 years old. It is mad to !>• the only 
one of itfflrind in esdstence. 
Prom a 


printed strip of paper tn the interior ol 
the instrument it is learned that it wa« 
made by Benardt 6s Chatelaia of Braqti* 
street, Paris, in 1781. 


The lute is as old as the hills. It is 


mentioned several times in the Bfble. 
Jubal, said by historians to have been 
the first musician, \vas the inventor of 
it, as he was of the organ and all string 
instruments. He flourished about 1,500 
years beforejhe deluge and was the first 
to observe that strings of different eizw 
or lengths when stretched produced va- 
rious Bounds. 


In the earliest ages of Egypt instm- 


merits having the same general form a» 
tbe harp, lyre and guitar of modern times 
were common, as the discoveries of trav- 
elers in that country have proved. The 
ancients had many other stringed instru- 
ments, but these three classes were the 
principal ones. 


The lyre is supposed to be more ancient 


ihan the harp. A very old painting at 
Beni-Hassan in Egypt represents the at; 
rival of soino foreigners in that country 
supposed to ba Joseph's brethren. One 
of them holds tiljre having four strings. 


The guitar ia an improvement on the 


yre. It is seldom found sculptur-ed in 
the monuments of Greece and Borne, 
as the people did not consider the in- 
strument sufficiently dignified to so 
symbolize it, which accounts for ita not 
appearing in the ruins of those proud 
cities, It was, however, one of the most 
ancient musical instruments of Egypt. 


Some historians are of the opinion that 


lormes, one of the Egyptian councilors, 
nvented tho three stringed lyre. These 
strings gave forth three sounds—grave, 
mean and acute—representing respect- 
vely winter, spring and summer. The 
Egyptians and the Greeks, as is well 
mown, divided the year only into three 
seasons, 


The lute was adopted by the Arabs 


from Persia and reached the west about 
the time of the crusaders. In the psalms 
of David it is spoken of as the mahha- 
lath, and it is said to have been used by 
the children of Israel in their rejoicings 
after the overthrow of Pharaoh's hosts , 
Tho modern Egyptian lute is a direct 
descendant of the Arabig lute. It has 
seven pairs of strings and is played by a 
plectrum. When frets are employed, 
they aro disposed of according to the 
Arabic scale of 17 intervals in tho oc- 
tave, consisting of }!} limmas—an in- 
terval rather less than a semibone. 
There are also five commas, which are 
very small, but quite recognizable as 
regards difference of pitch. 


The large double necked 'lute has two 


sets of tuning pegs, the lower setter the 
finger board and the higher for the diapa- 
son strings. This style Irrte/was known 
as the theorbo. Its height varied from 3 
feet 6 inches to 5 feet.

were produced fioui it, 
.Anovhtor Htfeo 


somewhat differently formed was known 
as the archlnte. Bothtave, however, long 
since given away to the violoncello ^d 
double bass. Handel wrqte * ^,art for a 
theorbo in 1730. Af^' ^ ^ the lute 
appears »" ^,ore in orchestral scores. It 
7dinained, however, in private use until 
;he close of the century. 


Venere of Padua, celebrated as a maker 


of lutea, flourished in 1680. His instru- 
ments were highly ornamental and were 
admired for their beauty, ivory, mother 
of pearl and-tortoise shell being used in 
decorating them. Tho present direction 
of musical taste and composition is ad- 
Verse to the cultivation of such tenderly 
sensitive timber as the lute possessed. 
The instrument lias now become an ob- 
ject of research for collections and mu- 
seums. It was a favorite instrument of 
music i» tho sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuiies, but declined in the eighteenth 
century. The great J. B. Bach wrote a 
partita for it, which still remains in 
manuscript. The latest engraved publi 
cation for the lute is 1760. 


Mr. Pezzoni was placed in the posses 


sion of the lute a short ttme ago by 
Signor Guiseppe Vitale, a prominent 
Brooklyn Evusician, who obtained it at a 
pawnbroker's sale. It is a very valuable 
instrument, although it was sadly in 
need of repair when it came into Mr. 
eoni's hands. He has been offered sums 
for it varying from $8 to $300, but it is 
not for sale. 
The lute is a handsome one. The body 


is pear shaped. It is beautifully inlaid 
with ivory and pearl. Tha neck is 28 
inches long. The fingerboard, containing 
17 frets, is 12| inches long, and the body, 
with a three inch sound hole,is 16| 
inches long. The base of the instrument 
is 42 inches deep, while at the neck it it 
8 inches. It has 16 strings, 8 of which 
are designed for the bass. The head, or 
nut, is divided into twosections and con- 
tains the pegs, or kefK One of these 
sections is 12 inches long and the other 


inches. The latter is used for the 


open bass strings, which are above* and 
independent of the fingerboard. Four 
of the middle strings are donble and are 
formed from very fine wire. The re- 
maining strings are of silk wound with 
'opper wire.—New York World,

A HOKRIBIE HOLOCAUST. 


Two Passenger Trains Collide—Persona 


Cremated—The Accident Caused by 
Carelessness. 
BATTLE CREEK, Michigan, October 


20 —A frightful wreck and holocaust 
occurred early this morning on the 
Grand Trunk road a mile and a half 
from this city, in which from twenty- 
five to fifty persons were mained. An 
east-bound special train loaded with 
returning 
World's Pah- passengers 


came in collision, head on, with a west- 
bound passenger, causing a most disas- 
trous smashup. 


THE WRECK TOOK FIBE 


And many of the wounded were pinned 
beneath the 
broken timbers and 


twisted iron and burned to death. 


The responsibility tor the accident 


is said to rest with Conductor Scott 
and Engineer Woolley of the east- 
bound train, \\ ho disobeyed orders by 
not stopping at Nichols to let the west- 
bound pass 
Twenty-four dead bodies 


have already been taken from the 
ruins, all terribly 
burned and un- 


recognizable. 


The killed as far as known, are all 


eastern people. Three coaches of the 
west-bound train were burned com- 
pletely up. 


It is supposed that fully as many are 


still in the wreck as have been taken 
out. 
Fully forty were severely if not 


fatally injured. 


The east-bound train was a Raymon 


& Whitcomb excursion returning from 
Chicago loaded with passengers fo 
New York and Boston. 


The loss of life was in the west 


bound train. Both engines were badlj 
wrecked, also the baggage car of th 
east-bound train, but the rest of it 
being made up of sleepers, withstood 
the shock and nobody in them wa 
hurt. 


The west-bound train was made u; 


of thirteen day coaches, four of whif i 
completely telescoped each other, an< 
here it was that the 


MOST rfllonTFUL SCENES 


Were witnessed, us the cars caugh 
fire from the lamps and were con 
sumed. 
The trainmen saved them 


selves by jumping, except Conductoi 
Burke ot the west-bound train, who 
was caught between the cars and badly 
hurt. 


Most of the deaths occurred in one 


car, 
which was telescoped by those in 


front und behind it in such a way as to 
pen the passengers in like rats in a 
trap 


HOTCKIBLE SIGHTS. 


The accident occurred a mile from a 


fire station, and before water could be 
turned on and the firemen get to work 
the car was consumed. 
Twenty-five 


bodies were taken from this car alone 
as soon as the fire was out. Nearly all 
had their heads, arms or legs burned 
off, 
and were unrecognizable. 
They 


were mostly piled up ha one end of the 
car, where they were shoved by the 
telescoping of the cars. Only eight or 
ten escaped from this car. 


A horrible sight was that of Mrs. 


Charles Van Du&en of Port Plains, N. 
Y., who got half way out of a window, 
but her legs were so fastened that 
those who ran to her assistance could 
not rescue her and she was burned to 
death before their eyes. 


So far 26 bodies have been recovered 


from the wreck. The bodies are all so 
charred that it is impossible to identify 
them 
The wounded were taken to 


hotels, and railroad officials' residences 
and are being cared for by all the 
physicians in town.

At the World's Fair Astronomical 


congress Prof. E. K. Von Oppolzer read 
a paper, and afterwards published in 
Astronomy and Astro-Phy&ics, from 
which the following paragraphs

"With reference to the constitution 


of sun spots are notions are already 
leav. After the experiments of Young 


and Duner, there can be no doubt that 
sun spots are gaseous and of the same 
chemical structure as the atmosphere 
n which they float. From Kirchofl's 
law, 
also, it follows that these spots 


are simply cooled regions in the solar 
atmosphere. 


The existauce of storms in the 


neighborhood of spots has been shown 


the spectroscope, and we have, in- 


deed, no ground left for considering 
spots anything bat 
meteorological 


phenomena. 


The explanation of these phenomena 


must be clearly grasped in terms of 
meteorology before we pass *' 
explanations.

discussion between the adherents on 
ho one hand of the convection theory, 
md on the other of the dynamical 
.heory. This in spite of the tremend- 
ous accumulation of observations." 


IMPORTING STATEMENTS. 


These statements, coming from an 


orthodox scientists who is a little in 
advance of his class, are of great im- 
jortance to the weather 
question. 


Therein Prof. Von Oppolzer shows that 
the way of progress is blockaded by a 
division among meteorologists as to 
the cause of weather changes. One 
lass holds to a theory of a mechanical 
universe which he calls the convection 
theory, -It belongs to the nebular idea 
which supposes the universe to be like 


clock, wound up by the omnipotent 


land, and when it runs down all things 
will go into chaos and death. Follow- 
ng up this idea these people hold that 
the sun is a hot body, radiating its 
aeat into space, and when it gets cold 
it will be dead, and that our earth, be- 
ing without light, will die. 


These meteorolgists. including our 


national weather bureau, hold that this 
radiated heat from the sun warms our 
earth, and is the cause of all weather 
changes in our atmosphere. That is 
the mechanical or convection theory. 


Opposed to that theory is the dyna- 


mical, 
which takes electricity and 


magnetism as the motive powers of the 
universe,'and the forces that bring all 
our weather changes, make light, and 
warm the earth. Of course I advocate 
;he latter, dynamical, theory and be- 
lieve that the weather bureau of the 
Unitod States must experience a revo- 
lution before it can succeed. 
The 


difference between these theories is 
fully as are the differences between 
the fundamental principles of politi- 
cal parties. 


The other important point made by 


Prof. Von Oppolzer is, that sun spots 
are sun storms, and are governed by 
the same lawp that govern earth storms. 
He sees the great advantage 
that 


vrould come to us in understanding 
sun spots and earth weather changes, 
if our scientists could agree as to the 
fundamental "laws of nature. 


THE PAGAN IDEA. 


At the bottom of all these difficul- 


ties lies the one simple issue: Were 
the earth and sun evolved from a com- 
mon burning mass, or did they grow 
separately by the 
accumulation of 


atoms? 


The former idea came to us from the 


dark ages, and orthodox scientists are 
throwing all their energies athwart the 
path of progress by adhering to that 
old pagan idea. 


Prof. Von Oppolzer refers to Prof. 


Schuster, another who is in advance of 
bis class, and says that the latter's in- 
vestigations in the direction of electri- 
cal effects is very promising. The peo- 
ple who are expending $800,000 in sap- 
port of the weather bureau will be 
glad to know that there is something 
in reach that might promise them a re- 
tarn for their money, bat when they

bureau unless it abandons its death 
and decay ideas of a mechanical uni- 
verse, and takes up the latter and life 
perpetuating electrical theory, there- 
fore, Prof. Bigelow, the only advocate 
of the latter theory to be found about 
;he Washington weather bureau head- 
quarters should be retained, and his 
expense allowances increased. 


Our people want live men and live

_^iy renewal (the old contract expires 
on January 1st next), there would seem 
to be yet more significance in the ex- 
ceedinly favorable terms which the ex- 
press company received as compared 
with former contracts. 


The first contract between the South- 


ern Paciflc and Wells, Fargo & Co. was 
in 1866, for fifteen years, the express 
company paying $1,600,000 of its stock 
for facilities acquired. The second con- 
tract was for twelve years, from Jan- 
uary 1,1881, to January 1, 1894, for $1,- 
250,000 of the express company's stock. 


It will be seen from this that the ex- 


press company has hitherto paid more 
than $100,UOO a year for the privileges 
up to the present time. 


Under the terms of the new contract 


Wells, Fargo & Co. pay to the Southern 
Pacific Company $1,750,000 of new stock 
in advance, in consideration of the 
privileges of the railroad system. This 
amounts to only $83,333 a year, so that 
the franchise would appear to have 
diminished instead of increased in 
value. This of course is not the case; 
but Wells, Fargo & Co, were in a posi- 
tion to make demands, and the South- 
ern Paciflc is not refusing money in 
these hard times. President Hunting- 
ton admitted that it was a very hand- 
some bargain for the express company.

An Obscure litterateur. 


It gecnis odd that a man could mate 


f 12,000 a year m New York by -writing. 
fiction, die and remain as utterly en- 
known as if he had nerer existed. Ar- 
thur Elder Kelson, whoso death occurred 
EOino days tiuce, was such a man. He 
did riot get even a three line obituary in 
any newspaper. His dealings "were most- 
ly "with two hnge New STork concerns 
devoted exclusively to the manufacture 
of dime and half dime novels, and his 
specialty was the fiction that deals with 
boy pirates, boy highwaymen, robbers 
and other equally interesting juveniles. 
He started six years ago, when he was 
23. Educated and refined (he was an 
Oxford man), he came to this o*»nntry 
shortly after attaining his majority. His 
first effort in the line of blood and thun- 
der narrative -was made during bis lei- 
sure as a drug clerk. 
The success of his production encour- 


aged him to persevere, and for the last 
two years he had worked steadily. His 
publishers say that his own share of the 
profits of his pen last year were $12,- 
000, and he lived pretty well up to his 
income. He spoke four languages, and 
his wide reading and ripe scholarship 
enabled him to wander at -will in the 
highways 
of literature, plundering 


wherever he saw an opportunity. Thus 
his works were, as a role, mere plagiar- 
isms brought down to his reader's level. 
Ho never aspired to anything higher. 
Certainly if he had wished to be a seriou/i 
writer his income could never have ex- 
ceeded say $3,500 a year, even had he 
attained great vogue. As it was, he 
kept a horse and carriage aiid enjoyed 
life. —Journalist. 


A Folding Bridge. 


There is a peculiar folding bridge at 


Canal street, Chicago, at a place where 
the Chicago river is too narrow to permit 
the use of a swing bridge with a pier in 
tho middle of the stream. It consists of 
a movable roadway which divides in the 
center over the middle of the stream. 
Each half of the bridge is hinged at about 
one-third of its length from the shore. 
This permits the parts overhanging the 
river to drop down in front of the abut- 
ments, while the shorter hinged portions 
rise, forming a gate which intercepts the 
passage of teams or pedestrians. The 
two halves of tho bridge are supported 
by heavy bars reaching down from steel 
towers about CO feet high. 


The whole bridge is 177 feet long, the 


movable part 100 feet and the actual span 
over the Chicago river 80 feet. The road- 
way is 21 foot wide, and there is a seven 
foot passage on each side. The whole 
structure is built of steel and weighs 130 
tons. It is operated by a 10 horsepower 
engine on each side of tho river, aided by 
a system of counter weights, the ma- 
chinery being below the level of the 
bridge. It is operated very quickly, and 
the span has been opened or closed in 15 
seconds. The structure cost but about 
$40,000, including the masonry abut- 
ments, and is very strong, a 20 ton steam 
roller passing over it without serious de- 
flection.—Exchange. 


Indian Simplicity. 


An amusing story comes from the 


Wabigoon Lake Indian reserve, Canada. 
It seems that white men, regardless of 
treaty stipulations, have been poaching 
upon the preserves of the Indians. The 
reel men resented this, but were at a loss 
what to do about the matter, as the 
white men paid no heed to their objec- 
tions. 


After much debate among themselves 


they concluded to carry their case to the 
highest authority. The chief went to 
Barclay station, therefore, and sent the 
following cable message: 
To Priuoo of \Vales, London: 


White men cutting timber on Eagle lake.

An Escape In the Sky. 


Once in" Awhile a meteor plunging in-

When at its nearest 
point to tho earth, it was elevated 43 
miles above the surface. 


From this point it receded from the 


earth, its elevation when last seen being 
no less than 08 miles. 
Although the resistance of the atmos- 


phere was not sufficient to destroy the 
motion of this strange visitor, which con- 
tented itself with so brief a glimpse of 
our globe, yet it carried the effects of 
that resi.itauee out into space with it
